Inaugurated by Butchers9 


Union In Dozen Cities 


Today 


President Donnelly Charges Rankest 


Kind of Discrimination 


General Strike is Ordered and the Union Headquarters 


In Eleven Other Cities Notified from Chicago- 


Workers Turned Away This Morning. 


Chicago, July 22.—The big stock yards strike is on again. 
A general 


strike has been ordered. The butchers struck again today when en reporting 


for work In accordance with the peace agreement the packers' agents offer* 


ed work to only a few of their number. President Donnelly leader of the 


butcher workmen, charges that the packers have been guilty of the "rankest 


kind of discrimination." He asserts that a general strike of svery packing 


trade in the country must result. In svery department, at every plant, work- 
ers were turned away by the thousands with the claim that work would be 
given them Jater , A new general stri ke order to the Amalgamated Meat 
Cutters and Butcher Workmen's unions of North America was announced to- 
day by President Donnelly . Shortly after 8 o'clock it was telegrapehd to 
i*n!on headquarters in eleven other cities.

Donnelly declares that the order will be upheld by the American Federa- 


tion of Labor, which includes the entire union labor movement of the United 
States. \VhenHhe butchers, numbering 12,000 men, struck again today, they 
marched down. Packers avenue in the yards. Disorder broke out fit once, the 
throng receiving tne striking butchers with cheers. 


President Donnelly, leader of the 22,000 butcher workmen who had beelt 


on a strike hurried to headquarters. 


"This means a general strike/' he said, "and it means a general strike 


all over the country. 


"The packers have clearly violated their agreement. These same tactics 


are being used Hhis morning all over the country. '"Oar unions ratified ths 
agreement on the belief that the packers would stand by the clause that all 
men would be put back to work. Our men will all refuse to work. 
You 


cannot make this statement too strong. The packers have violated their" 
word. Superintendents came among our men and picked out those few who 
were known iibt to be union leaders. They turned down all who were known 
to be union leaders. It is the rankest kind of discrimination." 


PACKERS' STATEMENT. 


Chicago, July 22.—To consider 
the 


new developments in the strike situ- 
ation, representatives of the packers 
went into executive session at 10:30 
o'clock. 


One of the packers representatives 


stated that this morning's strili3 was 
a,hasty affair, and 
showed 
lack of 


judgment 
The packers, he said, 


could resume operations only gradu,- 
ally and consequently needed but few 
of the men to start with. There was 
not enough stock on hand, he claimed, 
lo serniit of a full operation of the 
plants.

Three hundred city policemen and 


"00 private watchmen resumed gjiard 
of the plants and the yards shortly- 
after the 
second walk-out of the 


butchers and helpers. 


The receipts at the yards this morn- 


ing wtjre quite heavy, 8,000 cattle, 33,- 
000 hogs and 8,000 sheep. 


At 11 o'clock today the packers* con- 


sultation ended and the following 
fctatement was given out- 


"Much to our surprise, ihe men aft- 


er reporting for work this morning 
sind after getting started ir. nearly all 
the houses were ordered out again. 
We thought the officers of the organ- 
ization thoroughly understood 
that 


the business had been more or less 
disrupted during the strike and that 
* 
some days would be required to get 
started up in anything like old ca- 
pacity. 


"It is the intention of the packers 


to carry out their agreement in every 
particular and if any house has given 
cause for grievance, the same can be" 
and any future grievances will be 
readily adjusted."' 


DONNELLY'S TELEGRAM. * 


St Louis, Mo. July 22.—The follow^ 


ing telegram was received this morn- 
ing by Business Manager Moian, of 
ihe East St. Louis striking butchers, 
from President Donnelly: 


"Packing companies have already 


violated agreement by di&erimriiatins 
against our members. 
Order strike 


again immediately in all d&partments. 
Keep men orderly. Wire answer imme- 
diately." 


In compliance With the aoove in- 


structions Koran 'declared the strike 
still on and called out every member 
of the union who had reported for 
duty at the several packing nouses 
Friday. The. men at work marched 
from the packing houses immediately. 
Plants still at work with some 'forces 
they had during tEe strike. The strik- 
ers will Bold a ir.neting at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon to form a plan of action.

HE WAS NOT GUILTY 


Condemned Man Spurned the 


Solace of Religion. 


ELECTROCUTION WAS A SUCCESS. 


At the Last Moment Scimmel Said 


"Take This Thing Off; I Have 


Something to Say." 


Columbus, July 22.—"Ma-, the curses 


of a dying man rest upon Judge Kum- 
ier, Prosecuting .Attorney Martin and 
ex-Prosecutor Kumier They convicted 
me wrongfully. I nc\tr killed no- 
body." 


These words rarae in a harsh grat- 


ing voice from Charles Stimmel a mo- 
ment before he was electrocuted early 
this morning at the penitentiary 
for 


the murder of Joseph AY. Sbide a Day- 
ton bookkeeper, nearly two years ago. 


After the death mask haci been put 


in place, he was heard to mutter: "Go 
ahead with your dirty jol-" Then the 
current was turned oil at 12:02 a. m. 
A convulsion shook his fra-ne. 


After a minute, 
the current was 


turned off. At T/.'OS the man 
was 


pronounced dead. 
Though asserting his innocence, Stim- 
mel received little sympathy firorn the 
t-7 persons crowded into the 
death 


chamber. 
He h'aft eeen led from Iheli

Mr. Joseph W. Selvage, general "man- 


ager of the Holland Palace Car com- 
pany of Indianauolis, was in Newark 
Thursday in consultation with Gener- 
al Manager J. R. Harrigan, of the Co- 
lumbus, Buckeye Lake and Newark, 
and the Columbus, Newark and Zanes- 
ville Electric roads, relative to putting 
on a through sleeping car service be- 
tween Zanesville and Indianapolis. 
This feature of interurban travel, has 
never been installed in the United 
States, an'l it may be that the first 
sleeping cai service in this country or 
in the world for that matter, will make 
its initial trip trough Newark. 


Mr. Selvage was here to consult 


with Manager Harrigan as to the prac- 
ticability of the service in its" details, 
and to get his ideas as to the advisa 
bility of establishing it on the linen 
under his control, before going to Bos 
ton to take it up with the Tucker-An- 
thony syndicate, the owners of these 
properties. 


Mr. Harrigan's idea is that the ser- 


vice would pay between 
terminal 


points which are far enough distant 
tc make sleepers a desirable accommo- 
dation. Foi instance he does not be- 
ieve that 
between 
Zanesville and 


Dayton it would be a paying proposi- 
tion,-but between ZanesviHe and In- 
dianapolis it could be made a paying 
feature. 
In the latter case travelers 


would take the sleepers and parlor 
cars at Zanesvilte, Newark. Columbus, 
and Dayton, going west, the time being 
long enough 
from either of these 


points to Indianapolis 
to make it 


worth the extra amount it would cost 
them. Mr. Selvage went to Boston 
with Mr. Harrigan's hearty indorse- 
ment of \he plan, and will there take 
the matter up with the Tucker-An- 
thony syndicate. 


The scheme is no longer visionary 


but is ready to be put in active op- 
eration as soon as a certain difficulty 
at Richmond, Indiana, Is surmounted. 
\t this point a steam railroad trestle 
is so low that one of tho big sleepers 
Cannot pass under it 
The city is in- 


volved in a dispute witn the street 
railway company and as a matter of 
letaliation refuses to allow the steam 
nilroad permission to raise the tr°stle. 
As soon as this is settled the service 
can be installed and two cars put on. 
These have been built by Ihe Holland 
company at a cost of $25,000 each, and 
are now at Indianapolis. They are 
magnificent specimens of trolley ears 
on wheels. During the day they are 
iiandsome parlor cars, while at night 
thej are converted into sleepers, the 
berths being single, upper and iower 
on both sides. These cars would run 
as limited trains both day and night, 
having right over every other train. 


The Holland company's proposition 


is to build, equip and own the cars, 
lurnish a porter and charge the roads 


over which they run a certain amount 
for their nse. 


Mr. Harrigan showed an Advocate 


reporter photographs of the car, show- 
ing exterior, day interior and when 
made up for the night. The cars are 
richly upholstered with every conven- 
ience and are 
virtual palaces on 


wheels. 


Mr. Harrigan is recognized as on 


of the most progressive and capabl 
interurban men in the United States 
and his opinion as to tne desirabilit 
of installing the proposed service 
01 


the lines managed by him will hav 
great weight with the owners of thes 
properties.

MINOT LEDGE LIGHT. 


<f!he Historic Storm Which Destroyed 


the Original Structure. • 


The 
lighthouse on ~Minot's 
ledge 


atands within the shadow of a tragedy. 
It" 1s the second structure erected upon 
taejedge. The first lighthouse and the 
lives .if held were claimed by the sea. 
Biegun in 1847 and completed in Xo- 
Tember, 1848, it was overwhelmed in 
April, 1851. Its destruction was the 
most tragic event in the history of our 
lighthouse establishment. The struc- 
ture was an octagonal tower supported 
upon wrought iron piles strengthened 
by • braces. The "piles penetrated five 
feet Into the rock. On the braces, thir- 
ty-ifour and a half feet above the rock, 
the keeper had constructed a platform 
ft>r' the storage of 'bulky articles and 
had fastened to the lantern deck, sixty- 
three feet above the rock, a five and a 
half -Inch hawser, which he had an- 
chored to a seven ton granite block. 
Along this hawser articles were hoist- 
ed "Up to the platform and there land- 
ed. 
These improvements were con- 


venient and fatal, not, however, to the 
keeper who made them, for he was on 
shore when the storm which has be- 
come historic for its fury burst over 
tbe coast. 


On Monday, April 14, 1851, there was 


a strong easterly gale blowing. At that 
time there were on the tower two as- 
sistant keepers and a friend of tbe 
principal keeper. The visitor became 
frightened at the first indication of a 
storm, and in response to a signal from 
tbe tower a boat put off for Cohasset 
and took him ashore. On Tuesday the 
wind swung around to the northeast, 
tbe 
most 
dangerous 
quarter 
from 


which the elements can hurl them- 
selves upon Minot's, as they then re- 
joice in the accumulated fury of miles 
of wind torn sea. By the 10th it had 
Increased to a hurricane, and the tower 
was so completely buried in the heavy 


seas that nothing of i't could be seen 
by the group of anxious watchers at 
Cohasset. 


About 4 o'clock in the evening of the 


16th the platform was washed ashore. 
Then the watchers knew that the wa- 
ter had risen to within seven feet of 
the tower. At nightfall it was seen 
that the light was burning. It was ob- 
served at fitful intervals until 10 
o'clock that night, when it was finally 
lost to sight. At 1 o'clock on the morn- 
ing of Thursday, April IT, just at the 
turn of the flood, when the outstream- 
ing tide and the inrushiug hurricane 
met at Minot's, a violent tolling of the 
lighthouse bell was heard. After that 
no sound rose above the din of the 
storm. About 6 o'clock in the morning 
a man •walking along the shore saw a 
chair washed up a little distance-ahead 
of him. Examining it, he recognized ii 
as having been in the watch room ol 
the tower. After this discovery no one 
had any doubts of the tragedy which 
had been enacted behind the curtain of 
the storm. When it lifted naught was 
seen over Minot's ledge but tho sea, its 
white crests streaming triumphantly in 
tho gale. 


It is believed by those competent to 


judge of such matters that the destruc- 
tion of the tower was due to the sur- 
face which the platform constructed 
by the keeper offered to the waves and 
to the strain of the hawser upon the 
structure. Every time this hawser wa 
struck by a sea it actually tugged at 
the tower. There seems also little 
doubt that the sum appropjiated by 
congress for the building of the light- 
house was insufficient by about two- 
thirds for such a structure as the peril- 
ous situation called for.—Century.

Uringonneur, a paiifterTiu Paris in the 
fourteenth century. 
They were sup- 


posed to have been first made for the 
amusement of Charles VI. of France, 
who was deranged. The French had 
particular names for the twelve court 
cards. 
The four kings were David, 


Alexander, Caesar and Charles; the 
four queens, Angine, Esther, Judith 
and Pallas; the four knaves, or knights, 
Ogier the Dane, Lancelot, La Hire and 
Hector de Garland. 
Cards seem orig- 


inally, however, to have been taken to 
England direct from Spain, having 
probably been introduced 
into that 


country by the Moors; the clubs in 
Spanish"cards not being trefoils, as with 
us, but cudgels—that is, bastos—the 
spades, or swords, espadas. They were 
at first stamped from wood blocks in 
outline and filled in by hand, but after 
the invention of engraving the best 
artists engraved them on copper and 
struck them off at once. Columbines 
were spades; -rabbits, clubs; pinks, dia- 
monds, and roses, hearts. Human fig- 
ures opposed to those of flowers and 
animals were the ancestors of court 
cards. 


The Chimney Swift. 


One of the popular errors concern- 


ing the chimney swift is the belief that 
it is a swallow, and it is called the 
chimney swallow by- nine-tenths of the 
people. As a matter cf fact, however, 
It is not even closely related to the 
swallows, being much more nearly akin 
to the humming birds and the goat- 
suckers. Like birds of the latter class, 
swifts feed on insects which they cap- 
ture on the wing. 
Their powers of 


flight are marvelous, while on r«>ot 
they are practically helpless. 
Their 


wings have been developed to a won- 
derful degree, but their feet, through 
disuse, have become weak and quite 
useless for purposes of locomotion. 
Their toe nails arc- sharp, however, and 
enable them to cling securely to the 
inside of a chimney, and when, for any 
reason, a nest gives way and falls 
down, as it often does, the young birds, 
:£ not too small, scramble up to the 
top of the chimney to be fed by their 
parents until they are able to shift 
for themselves.—"\Vashingtoii Star.

tlonury landmarks remaining on Man- 
hattan Island. 


At this mansion, which stands in bold 


prominence ninin the height* overlook- 
ing the Harlem river at One Hundred 
and Sixtieth street.

His days 
there, however, were but another pa- 
thetic chapter in the life of a brilliant 
man who permitted his evil instincts 
to master and control his career.

Clothing a* Plijulcnl Record*. 


An excellent illustration of the value 


of records has been afforded lately "re- 
garding the question of physical de- 
generacy. A firm in the north of Eng- 
land has compared the measurements 
for clothing made two generations ago 
with those of today, the results going 
to show that chest and hip measure- 
ments are now three inches on the av- 
erage more than they were sixty years 


ago. 
This same conclusion is reached 


by the experience of the ready made 
clothiers. These facts, whatever may be 
their generality, do not quite dispose 
of the question of degeneracy. They 
are what we should expect from the 
more abundant and cheaper food of 
the people, their better housing and 
improved sanitary surroundings, but 
the testimony regarding the unfitness 
of recruits and progressive lack of 
stamina in town and especially manu- 
facturing populations cannot be disre- 
garded.—London Telegraph.

NEW ORLEANS.

There is no French game played with 


only twenty cards, as poker was playei 
at New Orleans in 1.S32. but there are 
several French games in which all the 
poker bauds are to be found except four 
of a kind. Ainbigu, bivlan and munj 
others will at once suggest themselves 


But all these French, Barnes art 


played with three cards only in tin, 
hand of each player. Where could tlu 
inventor of poker have found a garni 
played with ti\e cards In eacto ham 
and the pack consist-. ig of twentj 
cards only ? 


The standard pack of cards in Eu 


rope from the earliest days has beer 
whut is now called the piquet puck 
which is the same as our American 
euchre pack, thirty-two cards. There i.s 
only one country iu" the world that 
uses a pack limited to twenty card< 
and that is Persia. There is only one 
country in the world where poker has 
always been played with five cards ii: 
the hand of each player, and that is- 
Persia, but the game is not called pu- 
ker. It is called as nas. 


Those who are familiar with this an- 


cient Persian game unhesitatingly as 
sert some Frenchman must 
have 


brought it to New Orleans in its primi- 
tive form, with the pack limited ti 
twenty cards and the hand of each 
player increased to five. The question 
still remains, How did it change its 
name? 


The old Persian pack had no aces. 


court cards and spots, like ours, but 
each suit was made up of pictures 
which ranked: Lion, king, lady, soldier 
and dancing girl. 
This pack 
was 


called varak i as, varak i asuuds 01 
simply as, from the game as or asands, 
which was played with it. This an- 
cient game was simply twenty card 
poker, as it was first played in Amer- 
ica at the beginning of this century. 


But if poker was originally known as 


nsands, how came it to lose that name? 
It seemed to the writer, and also to 
Mr. Jessel, that the answer to this 
question must be looked for In tbe inn 
guage of the -people who brought the 
game from Europe, if they did bring it. 


If they brought it to New Orleans 


from Persia, or if gome resident of 
that city was familiar with the Per- 
sian game and thought it an improve- 
ment on the French game of ambigu 
and brelan, the introducer was prob- 
ably French and more familiar with 
French games and French terms than 
with Persian. 


Curiously enough, one of the oldest 


and most authoritative works on card 
games was published in France and 
ran through a groat many editions. 
This Is the famous "Academic Uuiver- 
selle dee Jeux; Chez Theodore Legras, 
uu Palais, Paris." 


In the 1005 edition of this work wo 


find the first description of the game 
of hoc. 


The game of hoc continues to be de- 


scribed until the edition of 1702, with 


[ no mention of any improvement or 
change In its form. In 173:!, however. 
page 305, %\ _• lind a description of le 
jeu du poque, which exactly agrees 
with the game known to all German 
children as pochenspiel or pot-hen. The 
"Academic des Jeux" speaks of poque 
as a descendant or offshoot from the 
older game of hoc. 


Tbe peculiarity of poque is that nft- 


er the cards are dealt and each player 
has taken from the common pool the 
counter for the rank of the highest 
cards held he is at liberty to bet upon 
the various combinations of cards be- 
holds, 
triplets, 
pairs, etc. In 
the 


French description of the game we are 
told that a player opened the betting 
by saying, "Me poque d'un jeton," or 
two chip.-,, or as many as he pleased, 
and that then the others could sfe him. 
raise him or drop out in their turn. 


In the German game pnchcn as it is 


played today we find exactly the same 
expressions still in use, "Ich poche 
eins." or as many chips as tbe player 
cares to venture-, and the answer of 
the player entering the betting ag:iln>t 
tbe opener is invariably, "Ich pocht- 
niit." 
Both poque and pocla-n are 


played with piquet pack, thirty-two 
cards.

English translation of this "Academic 
ties Jeux" and in all tbe KnglNh de- 
scriptions of the game of poque we find 
the. players are instructed to say in 
English. '-I poque. for MJ much," and 
the following players arc to respond.
